“Fair Pricing” Formula. 

The new “fair pricing stand-| 
ards” call for a reliback of any | 
price increase made by a factory | 
or mine since Dec. 1, if the in-| 
crease brings the company’s net | 
profits above the average dollar 
profits, before taxes, in the years 
1946 throvgh 1949. Jt would per- 
mit price increases to meet in- 
creased costs. 

In the case of storekeepers and 
wholesalers, the gross profit mar- 
gin on any item may not be in- 
creased above the June 1950 level 
if this would make the dealer’s 
total profits bigger than his 1946- 
49 average. 

“Services” as well as goods are 
covered. Laundries, restaurants, 
barber shops, shoe shine parlors 
and dry cleaners are subject to 
the ceilings. 

Checks to Be Started Soon. 

ESA officials conceded it will 
be difficult to check whether a 
company is violating the new 
price-profit formula, but they 
said checks will be started on 
some key industries shortly. 

“The agency will rely on con- 
gumers and buyers generally to 
report any price boosts which 
seem unreasonable — then ESA 
wit) go into these trouble spots,” 
a spokesman told reporters. 

If compliance does not come 
voluntarily, ESA Administrator 
Alan Valentine warned last night, 
compulsory price ceilings will be 
imposed and the standards may 
be “more rigorous” than those 
now set forth.

RETAIL EGG PRICE 
TO BE CUT SC TO 6C 
BY GROCERY CHAIN 


Declines of 5 and 6 cents a 
dozen in the retail price of eggs 
will be placed in effect tomorrow 
at all branches of one of the 
largest grocery chains in the city 
and most other operators ale ex- 
pected to follow suit, it was 
learned today. 

As a result, grade A eggs will 

down from 75 to 69 cents a 
| dozen and “mediums” will fall in 
price from 73 to 67 cents. Ten 
days ago, grade A eggs sold for 
84 cents, then dropped to 79 last 


cents. 

The declines at retail level fol- 
lowed recent sharp falls in the 
wholesale price. Wholesale prices 
fell as much as 5 cents a dozen 
in St. Louis Monday and were 
off another 5 to 7 cents yester- 
day. 

Wholesale traders attributed 
the reductions to a greater supply 
and retailers promised “we'll 
follow the market down.”

SENATORS WANT

‘Acheson and Pace Also 


Other Nations’ Pledges 
to Combined European 
Defenses. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20 (AP) 
—QOpposition arose in Congress 
today to any speedy transfer of 
additional American ground 
troops to Europe. 

President Truman's announce- 
ment that more United States 
soldiers would be sent across the 
Atlantic as soon as_ possible 
brought demands for (1) detailed 
information on other nations’ 
troop pledges to the new com- 
bined Western European defense 
force; and (2) assurances thatthe 
United States will not be stripped 
of military reserves at home. 

Senators of both parties said 
Secretary of State Acheson and 
Secretary of the Army Pace 
would be called on by congres- 
sional committees to report on 
these points. 

The 12 foreign ministers of the 
Atlantic Pact nations have agreed 
to try to assemble under the 
command of Gen. Dwight D. 
Eisenhower a 1,000,000-man force 
by the end of 1953 to guard 
western Europe against possible 
Soviet aggression. 

President Truman told a press 
cocference yesterday he would 
know today—but won’t make the 
information public—how many 
American troops eventually would 
be involved. 

5 or 10 Divisions. 

There has been speculation that 
five to 10 or more divisions may 
be sent to Europe in addition to 
the approximately 100,000 men 
already there. 

Senator George (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, a member of the Foreign 
Relations Committee, told a re- 
porter he thinks Congress will 
want to know before a single 
soldier climbs aboard a transport 
just what western European na- 
tions proposed to do about help- 
ing defend themselves, 

“And we will want to know 
just how much we are expected 
to contribute to this defense 
force,” George added. 

Another committee member, 
Senator H. Alexander Smith 
(Rep.), New Jersey, said he be- 
lieves it would be a mistake for 
the President “to send any more 
troops to Europe without at least 
having the approval of leaders of 
Congress.” 
Representative Crawford (Rep.), 
Michigan, told the House yester- 
day he hopes Eisenhower won't 
“become the goat on the Euro- 
pean continent.” He said appoint- 
ment of a European as command- 
er in chief might have spurred 
efforts of the western European 
countries to “tend to their own 
back yard.” 

For Building Reserves. 

Senator Martin (Rep.), Penn- 
sylvania, a former Army general, 
told a reporter that before any 
more foot soldiers are sent 
abroad, reserves ought to be built 
up at home. 
Senator Saltonstall (Rep.), Mas- 
sachusetts, assistant Republican 
leader and a member of the 
Armed Services Committee, said 
he agreed.

TOKYO, Dec. 20 (AP)—Beach- 
head defenders of the United 
States Tenth Corps held pressing 
Red Forces at bay tonight all 
along the Allies’ deliberately re- 
duced Hungnam port area in 
‘northeast Korea. 

The planned withdrawal was 
proceeding under protective fire 
of artillery and the guns of war- 
ships standing in to shore. Dough- 
boys now hold a relatively smail 


slice of land only a few square 
miles in area around Hungnam 
harbor. 

The big job of keeping the Red 
troops from massing for an all- 
out attack on the Americans tell 
to the gunners lobbing tons on 
tons of shells at the Chinese and 
Korean Reds trying to push the 
Tenth Corps elements into the 
sea. 

While the gunners held off the 
enemy hordes, there was no way 
of telling how long they could 
keep back the pressing thousands 
creeping ever closer to the Allied 
toehold on the beach. 

New Censorship Imposed. 

Gen. Douglas MacArthur's 
headquarters announced a. new 
form of censorship, asking that 
news dispatches and photographs 
be submitted for security screen- 
ing and clearance by military au- 
thorities. The order went into 
immediate effect. Previously 
there had been only voluntary 
censorship on the part of corre- 
spondents covering the war. 

Maj. Gen, Edward M. Almond, 
Tenth Corps commander, said he 
was pleased with the battle waged 
by his men and their naval sur- 
face and “flying artillery” sup- 
port. 

Marine and Navy pilots hit 24 
enemy troop concentrations and 
claimed to have inflicted 1300 
casualties on the Chinese and 
North Koreans. Eight thousand 
Red Koreans have reinforced the 
estimated 100,000 Chinese swarm- 
ing down on the beachhead. 

With nearby Yonpo airfield 
abandoned, American wounded 
rushed to the water’s edge in 
jeeps and then sped by boat to 
a well-lighted naval hospital ship 
in the busy harbor. 

Across the Korean peninsula in 
the west, Eighth Army troops 
fought minor engagements with 
North Korean forces easing over 
the thirty-eighth parallel in a 30- 
mile spread around Chunchon. 
Chunchon is 45 miles northeast 
of Seoul and 10 miles south of 
the parallel. 

An Eighth Army spokesman 
said there had been a two-day 
lull in that sector and all enemy 
troops there had been identified 
as North Koreans. 

Fifteen miles east of Kaesong 
and west of Chunchon, another 
South Korean forces stopped and 
turned back 200 North Koreans 
trying to cross the Imjin river. A 
two-hour fire fight raged there. 

Gen. MacArthur’s late Wednes- 
day war summary said Eighth 
Army units in the Hwachon 
sector held all its positions Tues- 
day in a series of skirmishes. 
Hwachon is about 20 miles north 
of Chunchon and is north of the 
thirty-eighth parallel, 

The general headquarters sum- 
mary said enemy units west of 
Hwachon were dispersed with 
small arms and artillery fire. An- 
other enemy unit in an area east 
of Whachon was partly destroyed 
by United Nations troops. 

MacArthur’s communique said 
reports from prisoners showed 
that North Korean divisions, al- 
though badly hurt after the mid-

THREE BOYS HELD 
N DISAPPEARANCE 
OF &-YEAR-OLD LAD 


Police Think Paul Nich- 
olson, 2503 N. Broad- 
way, Fell Into River or 


Was Thrown In.

Three grade school boys were 
held in Caruthersville, Mo., to- 
day in connection with the disap- 
pearance of 8-year-old Paul Lee 


Nicholson, son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Paul E. Nicholson, 2503 North 
Broadway, who, police said, is 
thought either to have fallen or 
been thrown into the Mississippi 
river there yesterday. 

Chief Deputy Sheriff Jack 
Kelly of Pemiscot county said 
that one of the boys held has ad- 
mitted they threw the Nicholson 
boy into the water after taking 
his clothes, but the other two 
boys deny that this happened. 
They said he fell into the water 
while they were playing “rock 
war” on a gravel barge. 

The boys were being taken to 
the riverbank one at a time this 
afternoon by police to point out 
where and relate just how the 
Nicholson boy went into the river. 
Caruthersville is about 200 miles 
south of St. Louis. 

The boys, two of them are 11 
years old and the other, 9, said 
they saw him sink beneath the 
surface and believed he drowned. 
The body has not been recovered, 
although a search is being made 
and two eddies near the spot 
where the boy disappeared are 
being dragged. 

One of the older boys was 
wearing some of the clothing of 
the Nicholson boy when he was 
arrested late yesterday by police 
investigating the disappearance. 

Mrs. Nicholson, reached by tele- 
phone at the ome of her mother 
Mrs. Bessie Huffman of Ca- 
ruthersville, with whom the Nich- 
olson boy had- been living for 
the last year, said she “couldn't 
understand why the other boys 
would do such a_ thing—Paul 
never hurt anyone.” 
Investigation by Caruthersville 
police and Pemiscot county depu- 
ty sheriffs disclosed that the four 
boys left the public grade school 
they attended during the noon re- 
cess yesterday “to play hookey” 
for the afternoon, Kelley said.

HUNGNAM BEACH 
EVACUATION NEAR 
SHICCESSFUL END 


Tenth Day of Operation 
After Daily Indication 

’ Plans Were Being Car- 
ried Out. 


Evacuation of the Hungnam 
beachhead appears today to be 
nearing successful completion. 
This is the tenth day since the op- 
eration began on Dec. 11, Since 
then, daily reports of the shrink- 
ing defense perimeter indicate 
that nearly all of the 60,000 men 
of the United States Tenth Corps 
have been taken aboard ships. 

The evacuation was first re- 
ported from Tokyo Dec. 13, At 
that time it was said that the 
movement had begun two days 


previously under secrecy. On the 
same day it was said that all of 
the Tenth Corps was “safely out 
or was leaving.”

M’ ARTHUR IMPOSES 
NEWS CENSORSHIP 


TOKYO, Dec. 20 (AP)—Gen, 
Douglas MacArthur’s headquar- 
ters. today imposed the right of 
censorship over all news of Ko- 
rean military operations without 
calling it an act of censorship, 

A memorandum from Mac- 
Arthur’s public information offi- 
cer, Col. M. P. Echols, said news 


dispatches and photographs must 
be submitted in Korea or Japan 
for security “screening” and 
clearance by military authorities 
before being sent out. 

The brief announcement did 
not specify any penalty for 
evasion or violation. 

The order was effective im- 
mediately. The Tokyo headquar- 
ters Press Advisory Division im- 
mediately became swamped with 
news copy. The division up to 
then had operated solely as a 
guiding influence on news in- 
volving security. It was set up 
last Monday.

REPLIES 10 SOVIET 
BID FOR TALKS ON 
REIGH TO INCLUDE 
UTHER DISPUTES 


Atlantic Council, Mean- 
while, Prepares to Put 
Question of Arming 
for Defense Up to 
West Germans. 


By CARL HARTMAN 


BRUSSELS, Dec. 20 (AP)—The 
big Western powers held out new 
offers of peace to Russia and 
arms to Germany today. 

Britain, France and the United 
States have accepted in principle 
Russia’s proposal for a Big Four 
conference on the unification of 
divided Germany. 

The three Western nations are 
known to have stipulated, how- 
ever, that the Russians discuss the 
whole range of problems that 
have been causing East-West fric- 
tion, Russia proposed the confer- 
ence to discuss only the unifying 
and neutralizing of Germany. 


Sending Similar Notes. 

The three countries have pre- 
pared similar notes to be dis- 
patched shortly to the Kremlin. 

The Big Three foreign minis- 
ters approved the notes last night. 
Today the foreign ministers of 
Belgium, Luxembourg and The 
Netherlands got a look at them— 
more or less a gesture of interna- 
tional etiquette to the Benelux 
nations who, with Britain and 
France, form the West European 
Union, 

The representatives of these 
five nations today agreed to “re- 
organize” their joint military 
planning setup to conform to the 
new international command es- 
tablished this week by the At- 
lantic powers, 

Their announcement indicated 
an end to the Western Union 
military headquarters at Fon- 
tainebleau under Field Marshal 
Viscount Montgomery. A spokes- 
man said, however, such a de- 
cision would be up to Gen, 
Dwight D. Eisenhower, the new 
commander of the international 
force the Atlantic nations hope to 
build to 1,000,000 men by the end 
of 1953. 

Montgomery may become a 
deputy to Eisenhower. 

(In Denver today, Gen, Eisen- 
hower said, “Monty will be of 
tremendous assistance in organiz- 
ing our Allied staff.” Eisenhower 
also recalled that he received a 
letter recently from Montgomery 
saying he “hoped we could work 
together.”’) 

Plan for Germans. 

The Atlantic Council's his- 
toric decisions now will be placed 
before West German Chancellor 
Konrad Adenauer. The 12 North 
Atlantic Treaty nations were re- 
ported ready to give the Ger- 
mans representation on Eisen- 
hower’s staff, but not to allow 
them to create a foreign ministry, 
or defense ministry of their own 
—at least not for the moment. 

A communique issued by the 
Big Three foreign ministers yes- 
terday said in part: “The foreign 
ministers of the United States, 
the United Kingdom and France 
considered the problem of asso- 
ciating Germany in the common 
defense effort of the free nations 
of the West. 

“The three ministers have au- 
thorized their respective high 
commissioners, in discussion with 
the Government of the (West 
German) federal republic, fur- 
ther to explore this problem on 
the basis of the Council’s pro- 
posals, as well as any changes in 
the present occupation arrange- 
ments which might logically at- 
tend a German defense contribu- 
tion.” ‘ 
Other Decisions. 

The foreign ministers also de- 
cided to set up an international 
defense production board to gear 
the munitions industries of the 
12 nations into a co-ordinated ma- 
chine to turn out guns, tanks, 
planes and ships. 

American sources said _ this 
agency, too, probably will be 
headed by an American, William 
L. Batt Sr. of Philadelphia. De-

Points Made That U.S. 
Has Not Announced 
Uniform Signal Sys- 
tem and Evacuations 
Incur Risk of Looting. 


St. Louis will not participate in 
the state’s test air-raid warning 
next Wednesday. : 

The decision was made yester- 
day at a meeting of the city’s 


Civil Defense Council attended by 
Mayor Joseph M. Darst, his de- 
partment heads and other city 
officials; Frank D. Sullivan, co- 
ordinator of civil defense, and 
representatives of the Police and 
Fire Departments. 

Sullivan, outlining objections to 
the city’s participation, said the 
test would tend to create con- 
fusion as no uniform air-raid 
Warning system has been an- 
nounced by the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

“The whole idea is to familiar- 
ize the people with the use of the 
warning signals,” Sullivan de- 
clared. “It would do more harm 
than good if the Government later 
announces a type of signal differ- 
ent from that used in the test.” 

Shelters Lacking. 

Other objections listed by Sul- 
livan to a test at this time were 
the lack of a plan for evacuation 
of downtown buildings and the 
absence of designated shelters. 

“It was pointed out at the 
meeting that banks and other 
downtown firms might open 
themselves to looking through an 
unplanned evacuation of em- 
ployes,” Sullivan said. 

“When the civil defense organi- 
zation in St. Louis is developed 
to the point that it can partici- 
pate in an air-raid warning test, 
it will do whole-heartedly and 
give its full co-operation,” Sulli- 
van declared. “However, we feel 
this one is premature.” 

The city’s decision not to take 
part in the test drew the ire of 
Ralph W. Hammond, state civil 
defense director. 

“There’s no reason in the world 
why St. Louis can’t be ready next 
Wednesday,” Hammond said. “In 
fact, St. Louis has more bells, 
sirens and whistles than any other 
city in the state.”

Robert M. Hutchins — Chance to 
Work for Peace, He Says. 


Paul G. Hoffman and 


Chester C. Davis, president of 
the Federal Reserve Bank of St. 
Louis, said today he has accepted 
appointment as an associate di- 
rector of the $238,000,000 Ford 
Foundation because it offers “an 
amazing opportunity to -make 
some contribution to world peace 
and the betterment of human re- 
lations.” 

Announcement of the appoint- 

ment of the 63-year-old St. 
Louisan and of Chancellor Rob- 
ert M. Hutchins of the University 
of Chicago as associate directors 
of the huge philanthropic fund 
was made last night by Paul G. 
Hoffman, former ECA adminis- 
trator, who now is president of 
the foundation. 
Davis, who has been president 
of the Federal Reserve Bank here 
since March 1, 1941, said he 
planned to leave the bank at the 
expiration of his second five-year 
term next Feb. 28. He and 
Hutchins plan to move to Pasa- 
dena, Calif... which was named 
two weeks ago as the planning 
and grant distributing center for 
the foundation. 

Board to Elect Successor. 
Davis’s successor as president 
of the Eighth District Federal 
Reserve Bank will be elected by 
the bank’s board of directors, 
subject to confirmation by the 
Federal Reserve Board of Gov- 
ernors in Washington. Russell L. 
Dearmont, chairman of the bank’s 
directors, said the matter will be 
taken up at the next board meet- 
ing here Jan. 1].

“We were disappointed,” Nor- 
man Meyers, mayor of Overland 
and chairman of the county’s 
Civil Defense Agency, _ said. 
“Hammond had informed us he 
would appear and we _ heard 
nothing further from him.” 

The county meeting, held at the 
Health Center’ building, 601 
Brentwood boulevard, Clayton, 
was attended also by civil de- 
fense officials from St. Louis and 
East St. Louis. 

At least another nine months 
would be required before the 
county could put “a well-orga- 
nized and trained defense organi- 
zation im the field,” Dr. Curtis H. 
Lohr, superintendent of the coun- 
ty hospital, told the meeting.

Its huge financial back- 
ing makes it the world’s largest 
in the philanthropic field, exceed- 
ing such public funds as_ the 
Rockefeller and Carnegie foun- 
dations, 

Ford Foundation funds are to 
be distributed for study and en- 
deavor in five basic fields—peace, 
education, strengthening of de- 
mocracy, economics and human 
relations. 

U. S. Example Needed. 


“Only an opportunity to particl- 
pate in work to be done by the 
foundation could have induced me 
to leave my job in St. Louis,” 
Davis asserted. 

“It is my personal view that 


jour biggest job is to see what 
can be dene to make our democ- 
racy more successful through eco- 
nomic, social and political en- 
deavors, and thus set an example 
for other nations in the interests 
of world peace.” 

In announcing the appointment 
of Davis, Hoffman pointed out 
they have been associated since 
1942, when Davis served with him 
on the original board of trustees 
of the Committee for Economic 
Development cs a vice chairman 
of the research committee. 

“Mr. Davis’s combination of ex- 
perience in government, business 
and agriculture is unique,” Hoff- 
man said. 

A governor of the Federal Re- 
serve System from 1936 to 1941, 
Davis has had close connections 
with the Department of Agricul- 
ture prior to and during his bank- 
ing career. He was administrator 
of the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act during the depression years, 
1933 to 1936, and in 1943 served 
briefly as administrator of Food 
Production and Distribution.

COMMODITY PRICES 
SLUMP IN WAKE 
OF FREEZE ORDER 


NEW YORK, Dec. 20 (AP) — 
The Government's voluntary price 
freeze order caught the commod- 
ity markets unprepared today and 
prices began a downward slide 
shortly after the major markets 
opened. 

Cotton futures at New York 
were the worst actors with prices 
of some deliveries off as much as 
$8 a bale before short covering 
and mill buying resulted in some 
recovery. At noon prices were $3 
to $6 below the opening. At the 
close of trading yesterday a 500- 
pound bale was selling on the fu- 
tures market for $215. 

Dealers attributed the break in 
cotton prices to confusion over 
the Government order, which 
sought a voluntary price rollback 
to Dec. 1 levels. They said there 
was considerable confusion 
whether the price freeze applied

1. Decided to reject the plea 
of General Motors Corp. for a 
postponement of the mandatory 
freeze on new car prices, pend- 
ing a study and final ruling.

2. Sent its second specific 
rollback request to an industry 
—in this case the petroleum in- 
dustry. ESA asked six major 
West Coast companies to can- 
cei a 25-cents-a-barrel increase 
in crude oil prices. The firms 
declined orally, but will meet 
with ESA officials here tomor- 
row. At the same time, ESA 
asked 40 Eastern and Midwest- 
ern oil companies not to in- 
crease gasoline or oil prices. 

3. Commended Ford Motor 
Co. for suspending its an- 
nounced price increases. ESA 
informed Ford that any adjust- 
emnts which result from G.M.’« 
appeal will be made industry- 
wide. A spokesman said it is 
possible that the Ford and G.M. 
increases—like those recently 
announced by several other 
manufacturers—may be found 
justified under the _ general 
standards issued last night. But 
he indicated a belief this is un- 
likely. 

The prices paid to the farmer 
for food are not covered by the 
new standards but foodstuffs will 
fall under the ESA restraint at 
the level of the processor, whole- 
saler and grocery store. 

Price Stabilization Director 
Michael V. Disalle emphasized 
‘that the unusual formula chosen 
does “not limit profits to any 
company except as_ increased 
profits would be generally by 
price increases.” 

Wage Plan More Difficult. 

Officials said it has proved to 
be “a considerable more difficult 
in many respects” to draft a wage 
formula than a price formula. 
ESA’s wage stabilization board 
has conferred on the subject for 
some days without result. The 
views of CIO, AFL and major in- 
dustry organizations have been 
received. 

The board, headed by Cyrus S. 
Ching, was ready for today’s 
meeting with automotive labor 
and management.

G. M. Compromise Offer Is 
Rejected by ESA. 

DETROIT, Dec. 20 (AP)}—Gen- 
eral Motors, the nation’s No. 1 
car producer, offered yesterday to 
resume delivery of 1951 models 
to dealers if the Economic Stabili- 
zation Agency modified its price 
rollback order. 

The Government rejected the 
request, for the time being at 
least. 

An ESA spokesman commented 
to reporters, “Who is dictating

—G.M. or this agency?” 

The G.M. eompromise bid asked 
for permission to reinstate re- 
cently announced higher prices 
for 1951 model cars with the Gov- 
ernment to judge whether the in- 
creases are justified. 

In return, G.M. said it would

On the suggestion of 
French Defense Minister Jules 
Moch these arrangements were 
put in the form of a binding con- 
tract which all defense and for- 
eign ministers signed. 


Arming Stepped Up. 


Rearmament measures were 
stepped up throughout Western 
Europe. 

The Belgian House of Repre- 
sentatives voted today to call 150,- 
000 conscripts into the army in 
1951. 

In London, it was reported that 
Britain may soon slap on wartime 
labor and price controls and boost 
its defense program. 

The NATO (North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization) army is be- 
ing created for the purpose of 
peace, the foreign ministers’ com- 
munique made clear. 

“The decisions taken and the 
measures contemplated have the 
sole purpose of maintaining and 
consolidating peace,” it said. “The 
North Atlantic nations are de- 
termined to pursue this policy 
until peace is secure.” 

Acheson keynoted the delibera- 
tions, conference . sources said, 
with a speech declaring “the 
forces now available in Europe are 
not adequate.”

SEOUL, Dec. 20 (AP)-——An old 
man with a heavily-loaded pack 
frame on his back trudged pain- 
fully over & new Korean foot 
bridge across the Han river into 
Seoul.

At that moment he was the only 
one coming from that direction 
while hundreds of panicky Seoul 
citizens were fleeing the other 
way.

A veteran of the Fifteenth

in 1948 to help fight the Arabs. | 
Later, he went into business for | 
himself in Israel. 

With a group of flyers from 
many nations, known as the “Fly- 
ing 88s,” he participated in the 
famous Magic Carpet Operation, 
flying refugees from Yemen to 
Palestine. The group also flew 
in refugees from as far away as 
Shanghai.

Thus it seemed that the stra- 
tegic air force, which some time 
ago was placed under the over-all 
guidance of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, would remain under that 
control. If, in event of war or for 
purposes of a show of strength, 
it was found necessary to send 
ultra-long range B-36s to Europe, 
the decision would be made by 
the joint chiefs at Washington.

Grim Outlook in Europe. . 


Observers recall that when Eis- 
enhower reached Britain in June 
1942 as head of SHAEF, the mili- 
tary outlook was as grim and de- 
spairing as the war threat is to- 


day. 

In Africa, Nazi Gen. Erwin 
Rommel ‘ad wrapped up 30,000 
British prisoners at Tobruk; Ger- 
man troops were pushing ahead 
in southern Russia, and Europe 
was sealed tight by the Axis forces. 
One of Eisenhower’s first dec- 
larations to his staff conference 
was that “defeatism and pessimism 
will not be tolerated in this head- 
quarters.” 

On other occasions, Ike ad- 
mitted that he was by nature an 
optimistic man. This was a'sorely 
needed element in London in 
1942, as it is in western Europe 
generally now. 

Eisenhower also came out of 
the war with a reputation as one 
of the most diplomatic head- 
knockers in the whole allied mili- 
tary setup. His new job will re- 
quire much of the same—an equal 
mixture of sternness and practi- 
cal collaboration with the Eu- 
ropean Allies.

The Supreme Court has once again 
shown itself capable of clear-headed 
judgment on civil rights in the face of 
witch-hunting hysteria in high places. 

Essentially a slap at the high-handed 
methods of Congressional investigating 
committees and federal grand juries, 
the unanimous upholding of the Consti- 
tutional right of a person to refuse to 
testify against himself was a real tri- 
umph for justice.

To Secure the Peace 


The great venture the free world has been 
talking about has been launched. A North At- 
lantic army is to be formed, to combat the men- 
ace of the Kremlin with the strength only unity 
can give. And the West can rejoice that it pos- 
sesses a man who has exactly the qualifications 
for the job of supreme commander. 

He is Dwight D. Eisenhower, whose previous 
command of Supreme Headquarters, Allied Ex- 
peditionary Forces, gave him the experience in 
diplomacy, negotiating and arguing with strong- 
willed soldiers and politicians of many nations 
which will be required by his new command of 
Supreme Headquarters, Allied Powers in 
Europe. 

Commanding SHAPE, like SHAEF, will be a 
military job. It will demand a professional's 
detailed knowledge of weapons and training and 
tactics and men. But it is also a job requiring 
statesmanship at the highest level. 

Eisenhower's past successes in this field are 
attested by the high esteem in which he is held 
by Europeans of many nations. His abilities as 
a statesman were attested anew at his press con- 
ference here. 

He emphasized that his task, and the task of 
the men he is to command, will be to preserve 
the peace. With this statement he showed his 
full awareness of both SHAPE’s real function 
and of the fact that one of his most essential as- 
signments in the weeks that lie ahead is to help 
marshal Western European public opinion be- 
hind this grand effort to secure the peace. 

Many West Europeans, who know far better 
then most Americans the real price of war, have 
been reluctant to rearm themselves. They live 
under the shadow of the Kremlin, which has 
been devoting the full efforts of its propaganda 
machine to a last-ditch effort to prevent the 
formation of an integrated army for the defense 
of Western Europe. 

Other West Europeans would rather rebuild 
than rearm, and some would capitulate rather 
than take any steps they fear might provoke the 
Communist bear. They must be convinced of 
the need for rearming for peace. And the pub- 
lic opinion hurdle requiring the highest degree 
of statesmanship—the problem of rearming 
West Germany—has yet to be surmounted. 

The simple decision by the North Atlantic 
powers to include some 150,000 West German 
troops in the new army does not by any means 
solve the problem of Germany’s essential contri- 
bution. West Germans must be _ persuaded 
to participate, other West Europeans must be 
persuaded to have the Germans. All this 
apparently will require at least as fundamental 
a change in political and economic structure 
as the Schuman plan for the pooling of coal 
and steel. Yet this is still in the discussion 
stage. 

There are other tremendous tasks ahead. The 
present goal is for 55 to 60 divisions by 1953. 
The Western world must ask itself whether, in 
view of the emergency, that target date is early 
enough, 

Americans must recognize that to win Euro- 
pean public opinion, as well as for immediate 
partial defense, United States armed forces in 
West Europe must be rapidly increased. Amer- 
ica will have to foot a large portion of the bill 
for the common rearmament. And Europeans, 
as Secretary Acheson made clear, will have to 
step up the pace of their rearmament efforts. 

With the formation of an integrated army 
formally approved, the Big Three foreign min- 
isters took a logical second step when they 
decided to seek a new conference with Russia 
to discuss as many East-West disagreements as 
possible. For while the West looks to its mili- 
tary defenses, it should not neglect its diplo- 
matic defenses, which have the identical goal of 
securing the peace. 

Under the threat of Communist aggression, 
the North Atlantic community at last has made 
a positive move toward fusion. This is by no 
means the least important of the benefits the 
Brussels decisions may bring to mankind. 
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Bonds for Civil Defense? 


When it comes to civil defense against bomb- 
ing raids, atomic or otherwise, Mayor Darst is 
eloquently vague. A shelter under Memorial 
Plaza and a bond issue are about the only spe- 
cific suggestions he has made as to what might 
be useful. “The people,” he is sure, “will go for 
a bond issue.” 

This we doubt very, very much. St. Louisans 
just do not vote for bond issues until they have 
been thoroughly convinced that such municipal 
money-raising is absolutely essential. 

As a general rule we believe bond issues 
should be used only for capital investment. 
Perhaps air raid shelters should be regarded 
as such; Mr. Darst refers to the possibility of 
making them parking facilities also, an idea that 
is receiving attention in several American cities. 

But not enough study has yet been given to 
the matter by the city to enable voters to come 
to an informed decision about a bond issue or 
anything else. Would it be better to reinforce a 
number of existing basements than to build 
outright shelters, or is a combination of remod- 
eling and new construction to be preferred? 
These are the kinds of questions the city should 
be finding the answers to. 

Under the principle that current operating 
costs should be paid out of revenue, the admin- 
istration of civil defense should come from tax 
money if that is at all possible. We refer here 
to such items as the salary of the director, 
the organization of wardens, the instruction of 
the public, the preparation of plans. 

So far St. Louis does not have a civil defense 
plan and has not actually set about the pur- 
poseful preparation of a plan. 

All the Mayor’s eloquence about faith, cour- 
age and hard work seeing us through does not 
cover this up.

The President Backs Up Mr. Acheson 


President Truman has flatly rejected the de- 
mands of Republicans in Congress for the dis- 


missal of Secretary of State Acheson. Bluntly, 
he said: “Communism, not our country, would be 
served if we lost Mr. Acheson.” 

A different answer hardly was to be expected 
in the White House at the very time the Secre- 
tary of State was conferring in Brussels on the 
defense of Europe. It would be inconceivable 
for the President to say that he is being repre- 
sented abroad by a diplomat who does not have 
his support. 

But Mr..Truman’s defense of his Secretary of 
State, we are sure, was not made just for the 
diplomatic record. The President has repeatedly 
made it clear that he has the utmost confidence 
in Mr. Acheson. The two have worked together 
closely ever since the Secretary took office, and 
the President has only been angered by the 
political attacks on Mr. Acheson's character. 

But this does not mean that the attacks will 
stop. This was made clear almost at once on 


Capitol Hill. Those who assail Mr. Acheson and 
his policies, however, had better ask themselves 
whether they really believe them to be wrong or 
whether they are only playing anti-Administra- 
tion politics, using any stick to beat a dog. This 
is no time for partisan irresponsibility. 
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Mr. Ehrhardt’s Big Chance 


- As the new chairman of the Board of Educa- 
tion’s committee on economic needs, Oscar Ehr- 
hardt soon will be meeting with the leaders of 
the board's Citizens Advisory Committee. Thus 
he will have a chance to close the widening gap 
between the citizens and the school policy 
makers. 

If he succeeds, he will have accomplished 
very much indeed for the betterment and expan- 
sion of the St. Louis public schools. The com- 
munity will owe him a vote of gratitude. 

Mr. Ehrhardt, we believe, will do his best. He 
is one of the most competent and respected 
members of the school board. There has never 
been any sign that his motives were not disinter- 
ested, that his activities were not directed 
toward a better school system and its better 
administration. 

The chief difference between the board mem- 
bers and the citizens’ committee now centers on 
the adoption of centralized control, the so-called 
unit system. Other recommendations—for ex- 
ample, on building—already have been accepted 
by board members. The citizens, however, feel 
that without an end to the present divided con- 
trol, additional funds would not be handled by 
the school board to the best advantage. 

Mr. Ehrhardt, we feel sure, acknowledges that 
the present management of the community’s 
schools is not the best which can be devised. 
He sees the need for reorganization. The ques- 
tion is: How much? Here, we believe he will do 
well to go as far as he possibly can in accepting 
the citizen’s recommendations, and in trying to 
persuade the school board, as a whole, to do 
likewise. 

We hope his committee’s examination of the 
recommendations will be calm and judicial. We 
hope that there will be no stubborn refusal to 
abandon preconceived notions. This is impor- 
tant not only because reorganization itself is 
badly needed, but also because without reform 
the Board of Education may find it impossibly 
difficult to persuade the voters to sanction the 
additional revenues necessary to prevent serious 
deterioration in the community’s educational 
establishment. 
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Santa the Early Bird 

Last year Santa Claus forgot his timetable 
and in an embarrassing example of blind flying 
parachuted plump into the Ohio river instead 
of into Gallipolis, O. We said it served him 
right, for Nov. 25 was no time to be making 
practice runs. But here he is, early again, wan- 
dering around the 48 states instgad of attending 
to business up at the North Pole. 

On Dec. 1, Santa led a motor parade into 
Pekin, Ill... and was snowballed out of it by 
irate youngsters. Santa was upset but declined 
comment. Yet five days later he was parading 
again in Springfield, this time with a sled and 
two reindeer. They did him no good. Snowballs 
again. 

A few days later in El Paso, Tex., a boy was 
sitting on Santa’s lap when Santa pulled down 
his beard to drink some water. The only casualty 
was the boy, whose face fell along with his 
confidence. And in Hartford, Conn., Santa pro- 
tested that too many high school girls were 
sitting on his lap. He was too old for that sort 
of thing. 

In Geneva, N. Y., Santa asked an eager young- 
ster what gifts he wanted. The disappointed boy 
said, “Don’t you remember? I told you two days 
ago in Rochester.” Finally, in New York City, 
Santa landed in jail for non-support. This would 
have been the crushing blow to his reputation, 
except that Santa turned out to be somebody 
named Morris, and not Santa at all. 

This is a pretty disconcerting record, to 
Santa and everybody who believes in him, in- 
cluding us. We only hope the old fellow still 
has enough presence of mind to get down the 
chimney on Dec. 25. Yes, Mr. Claus, that’s the 
date. It's Christmas, remember? 
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Questions of Draft Policy 

For the foreseeable future, military service 
is going to be required of virtually every able 
young man. Granting that premise, important 
questions remain to be settled on the kind of 
service to be required, and the time at which it 
is to be given. These are the elements of the 
controversy reflected in today’s Mirror of Public 
Opinion. 

As we have said, the notion of a short period 
of universal basic training no longer seems ap- 
propriate to the needs of the time. The need is 
for troops. Basic training would produce a re- 
serve, but not troops. Here is the strength of 
the proposal by President James B. Conant of 
Harvard that all young men be liable for two 
years of military service, and not merely for a 
short period of training supplemented by pos- 
sible service later on. 

lf we are in for a long period of military 
effort, however, it is essential to prevent this 
military service from disrupting the education 
and training of our young men. President Con- 
ant argues that locating it at the end of high 
school education would cause the least disrup- 
tion. President Charles W. Cole of Amherst 
would defer it, in the case of those who show 
aptitude for higher education, until college 
training has been completed, meanwhile depend- 
ing upon selective service to supply the armed 
forces. 

One big question about President Cole’s plan 
is whether it would supply enough men without 
biting too deeply into the ranks of older men 
who are important to the productive capacity of 
the nation. The concept of a prolonged military 
emergency dictates policies that will permit a 
great expansion of production which is as essen- 
tial as bigger armed forces. It also dictates poli- 
cies that will man the armed forces with the 
least disruption to education, which is fully as 
important as President Cole says it is. 
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-Remanded to Judge Adam Smith 

An anti-trust decision against two liquor com- 
panies has been reversed by the Seventh Circuit 
Court of Appeals in Chicago partly on the 
grounds that it is all right for companies to com- 
bine on prices if their purpose is to prevent 
prices from rising. 

It occurred to us to wonder what the all-time 
No. 1 spokesman for free private enterprise, 
Adam Smith, would say about that, so we looked 
it up. In “The Wealth of Nations” Mr. Smith 
says, in effect, that the Seventh Circuit Court of 
Appeals is all wet. Mr. Smith says, and we 
quote: 

“People of the same trade seldom get together, 
even for merriment and diversion, but the con- 
versation ends in a conspiracy against the pub- 
lic, or in some contrivance to raise prices.”

What should be the United States’ con- 
tribution to the defense of Western 
Europe? If in a few years the Russians 
believe the power of the United States 
strategic air force has been sufficiently 
canceled out, what should we have at 
hand to right the balance? Must not our 
assistance involve the contribution of a 
large force of American combat troops, to 
be held in readiness in Europe? 

Many competent observers agree that 
this increase in our European forces, tak- 
en together with the need for strategic re- 
serves in the United States and our mili- 
tary commitments elsewhere, would re- 
quire the United States to keep under 
arms 3,000,000 to 3,500,000 men for years. 

If so, there can be no escape from ask- 
ing all the youth of the country to make 
the sacrifice of serving in the armed 
forces for a period of years. And if the 
time of maximum danger is 1952-54, there 
is little time to lose in getting under way 
with such a program. 

Neither the present Selective Service 
Act nor proposals for Universal Military 
Training seem to give promise of accom- 
plishing the objective; namely, assuring a 
continuing armed force of 3,000,000 to 
3,500,000 men. A training program pro- 
vides only reserves; what is needed now 
is a force in being. 


Service Before Jobs 


What seems to be required is a universal 
military service of two years for all able- 
bodied youth before they take their places 
in the industrial life of the country. I 
suggest that every young man on reaching 
the age of 18 or on graduation from high 
school be enrolled in the service of Uncle 
Sam for two years, with a firm moral com- 
mitment on the part of the Government 
that, barring a global war, the service 
would be for only two years. 

There should be no deferments or ex- 
emptions for college students or anyone 
else. To defer military service until a 
young man’s education is complete may 
mean deferring it four to eight years. It 
would be better for most individuals to 
get their tour of duty in uniform over 
and done with before they enter college. 


The proposed two-year universal military 
service for young men 18-20 years of age 
would require no local administration; it 
taps a pool of manpower before that man- 
power has to any considerable degree be- 
come involved in the productive activity 
of the nation. However, the maximum 
number of able-bodied men thus available 
is only about 2,000,000 (a million per age 
group.) Therefore, recruiting would have 
to continue at a vigorous pace. 


The Draft in Reserve 


Likewise, Selective Service would have 
to be kept in reserve, for use in event of 
a global war and possibly to supplement 
the universal service of the 19- to 20-year 
age group. For the next year or two, a 
combination of Selective Service for the 
age group 20-25, and the proposed univer- 
sal service would be for the 
degree of mobilization here envisioned. 


Peacetime conscription to keep up a 
standing army is a bitter pill for the 
American people to swallow. I cannot 
imagine that anyone likes anything about 
such a plan, but I see no other way of 
responding adequately to the dangers of 
the times. What we fail to do in 1950 
may come home to roost in 1953. 

No one can say with certainty that what 
is here suggested is a road to peace, but 
this proposal is certainly not predicated 
on the inevitability of a global war. Rather, 
it is addressed to the task of bringing 
about a real global stalemate. If that can 
be achieved in spite of the technological 
progress of the Soviet Union in the '50s, 
the 1960s might see important steps taken 
toward a gradual disarmament and an 
approach to peace.

Dr. Conant’s plan seems based in some 
degree on the belief that we are facing 
all-out war in 1952-54. If that is in pros- 
pect, Universal Military Service is not 
nearly enough. We should mobilize. 

If such a war Is not in prospect, if we 
face a long, sullen, cold war with hot 
Korea-like flashes, then the requirements 
are different. We must maintain adequate 
military strength but we must also preserve 
a healthy economy, our scientific and tech- 
nological advantages over our prospective 
enemies and those elements of our civiliza- 
tion that make America worth fighting for. 


UMS was long tried in countries like 
Germany, Austria, Italy, France and Rus- 
sia. There is little evidence that it pro- 
duced the good by-products often claimed 
for it—an improvement in democracy, 
patriotism or national health. It is, there- 
fore, to be judged from a military point 
of view. But it is an odd fact that the 
only major powers victorious in both world 
wars (Great Britain, the United States) 


‘were the only ones that did not have UMS. 


Our Kind of Strength 


Though their victory had many other 
causes, it came in part because they 
were able flexibly to create armed forces 
designed to meet the needs of the war 
then going on. 

The kind of military strength we need 
now is certainly changing. We cannot 
compete with Russia (much less Russia 
plus satellites plus China) in raw man- 
power. Where we can compete is in 
trained, educated, skilled manpower. Dr. 
Conant’s proposal, anyway you implement 
it, will cause a two-year gap in our flow 
of trained youth. 

Two further objections are worth a 
glance. First, the Defense Department 
plans to rely heavily on the ROTC for 
officer training. UMS might well destroy 
the ROTC. It might be hard to get 20- 
year-olds just out from two years’ service 
to enlist in the ROTC. 


Second, the transition from the present 
Selective Service System to UMS, or the 
retention of two different systems of re- 
cruitment, might be very clumsy to man- 
age. It might raise most serious problems 
just at a time when we need to be strong 
and alert. 


Make It Selective 


We must maintain very large armed 
forces. Therefore, every fit young man 
will probably have to serve the nation, 
sooner or later, for a period of something 
like two years. There are, perhaps, other 
and better solutions than Dr. Conant’s. 
One such solution might be to: 


1. Continue Selective Service. 


2. Defer the service of young men who 
show by tests, like the Army aptitude test, 
that they can profit from further training. 

3. Continue their deferment only so 
long as their performance in college or 
graduate school indicates that their edu- 
cation is making them more useful. 


4. Emphasize their obligation to serve 
at the completion of their training by ex- 
tending their liability to the draft for one 
month for each month they have been de- 
ferred. Today, men can be drafted up to 
age 26. Under this proposal a dentist who 
has been deferred eight years for training 
could be drafted up to age 34. 

5. Instruct Selective Service to draft 
every man who has been deferred for 
training unless a presidential manpower 
commission, on which the armed forces 
are re determines that he is 
more urgently needed elsewhere, as in a 
laboratory or a war-production factory. 

This proposal, without any disruptive 
change in our present system, would ac- 
complish every useful purpose and every 
military purpose that would be attained

Novel of Modern Poland 


THE FAMILY MOSKAT by Issac Bashevis Singer. (Al- 
fred A. Knopf, 611 pgs., $3.9.) 

As one reads Isaac Bashevis Singer's 
story of the decline and fall of the Moskat 
family, there emerges gradually from the 
accumulation of detail a sense of great 
spiritual tragedy. On one level, “The 
Family Moskat” tells what happened to 
old Meshulam Moskat, to his children, and 
to those others whose lives had become 
linked to the Moskat clan. On another 
level, it is a story of decadence in one 


_very wealthy Jewish family in Poland. On 


still another level, it is the story of con- 
flict and change in Jewish life, as well as 
a story of the moral and intellectual dry 
rot which had infected civilization in Po- 
land and elsewhere. 
Mr. Singer has created characters who 
possess the variable shades and three di- 
mensional aspect of 
living people. First, 
of course, there is 
old Meshulam Mos- 
kat, the indomitable 
paterfamilias and the 
richest Jew in War- 
saw. Of Meshulam’s 
many descendants 
and in-laws, the most 
important are Asa 
Heshel Bannet, 
Abram Shapiro, Kop- 
pel, and Hadassah. 
Hadassah, Meshu- 
lam’s granddaughter, 
is forced into mar- 
Isaac B. Singer riage with a rich, 
pious merchant, though she is all the while 
in love with someone else. Her lover is 
Asa, a philosopher of great promise and 
little else. Asa, on his part, is snared into 
marrying the daughter of Meshulam’s third 
wife. Eventually, the lovers divorce their 
mates and marry each other, but the mar- 
riage is not successful. Abram, Meshu- 
lam’s son-in-law, is a boisterous, irrespon- 
sible, essentially likable, lusty fellow who 
sponges off the elder Moskat as long as 
he can. A greater rogue is Koppel, old 
Meshulam’s private secretary, who stole* 
a fortune from his employer and ran off to 
America with Leah, one of Meshulam’s 
married daughters. Once in America, Kop- 
pel became, appropriately, a bootlegger. 
The pattern of the Moskat’s marital and 
financial intrigues takes place within the 
larger framework of Polish society and re- 
cent world events. The story covers the 
period from the end of the nineteenth cen- 
tury to the beginning of the Second World 
War, and by the end of the story, those 
few members of the Moskat family who 
remain alive have deteriorated to the point 
where they no longer have the spirit even 
to attempt to save themselves from the 
Nazi army approaching Warsaw.  Anti- 
Semitism, Chassidic lore, and Talmudic 
controversies are intrinsically a part of 
this panoramic and immensely powerful 
novel.

Overloading the FBI?

New loyalty laws, such as the 
law requiring that all science stu- 
dents receiving federal aid be in- 
vestigated regardless of whether 
their work is secret or non-secret, 
constantly pile up the work. Most 
disturbing is the growing tend- 
ency to try to push on to the 
FBI responsibility for local law 
enforcement. 

The Department of Justice is 
under pressure from some mem- 
bers of Congress to make a dras- 


tic change in procedure. A mem- 
orandum to At- 
torney General 
J. Howard Mc- 
Grath signed by 
several members 
of the House 
recommends 
that United 
States * district 
attorneys be 
permitted to call faa

‘cers are unable to cope with a) 
local crime situation. 

While the district attorney's re- 
quest would have to be approved 
by the attorney general, this 
would be no real safeguard. In- 
evitably there would be political 
pressure behind the local United 
States attorney’s request and it 
would be impossible to say “No.” 

The tendency would be to pass 
the buck to the FBI. It would 
be the perfect out for the mayor 
in whose city law enforcement 
had broken down. If the FBI 
failed in a cleanup, the mayor 
and his police force would feel 
they were absolved for their fail- 
ure. And the graft and corrup- 
tion, which are so often‘at the 
bottom of the failure to enforce 
local laws, cofld go merrily on. 


This Would Be Statism. 


J. Edgar Hoover is strongly op- 
posed to such a change which 
would require a congressional 
amendment to the law‘that now 
governs the operations of the 
FBI. Attorney General McGrath 
is also opposed to the change. 
He points out that it would make 
the FBI a national police force 
reaching in to every corner of 
American life. This is what 
critics of the FBI accuse the 
agency of seeking to become. 

Curiously enough, those _ in- 
clined to talk most loudly abo ut 
statism and big government are 
ready and even eager to put new 
burdens on the FBI. They do not 
seem to realize that this is a con- 
fession of the breakdown of local 
authority and responsibility. It is 
an admission that a centralized 
government with a federal police 
force is essential to maintain or- 
dinary order and decency. 

At present, the FBI functions 
only in connection with violations 
of federal law and on recommen- 
dation of the attorney general. 
Even with this limitation the

scope of the job has increased 
amazingly in recent years. Hoov- 
er’s critics have sometimes repre- 
sented him as reaching out for 
these added powers. 

Actually in most instances the 
contrary is true. As the work load 
is piled on the FBI, it becomes 
more difficult to focus on the vita] 
task—to maintain the internal se- 
curity of the United States. 


Communist Sabotage. 
Today this is a formidable re- 


, sponsibility. Internal sabotage in 


the event of war is one of the 
main objectives of Communism. 
In 1940 when Russia and Nazi 
Germany were united in a friend- 
ship pact, Communists actively 
sabotaged plane production in 
American plants because the 
planes were intended for the de- 
fense of Britain and France. The 


'FBI must today be unceasingly 


alert to avert the kind of Pearl 
Harbor which would consist of the 
sabotage of vital defense plants 
and transportation centers. 

This must be done within the 
rights 
guaranteed in the Bill of Rights. 
In recent years, it has seemed to 
me that Hoover and the FBI have 
tried to stay strictly within that 
framework. There has been criti- 
cism in some cases such as \.as 
noted by the United States Circuit 
Court of Appeals in the arrest of 
Judith Coplon and the Russian 
agent to whom she is charged with 
giving secret documents. And 
there is the unhappy business of 
wire tapping which must seem to 
most Americans an invasion of 
privacy with overtones of the po- 
lice state. 


‘An American Gestapo.’ 


But repeatedly Hoover has 
made it clear that he does not 
want the kind of extracurricular 
powers Congress has from time 
to time tried to saddle him with. 
Thus he firmly rejected the in- 
sistent demand that the FBI make 
a final evaluation of the loyalty 
of individuals investigated. As 
Hoover pointed out, that would 
be a wholly improper function for 
an investigative agency no m tter 
what its qualifications or record. 

This, it seems to me, is the best 
answer to critics such as Max 
Lowenthal whose recently pub- 
lished book, “The Federal Bureau 
of Investigation,” is a compen- 
dium of the charges made against 
the FBI since its founding. The 
Communist Daily Worker hailed 
the Lowenthal book as proof of 
“an American Gestapo.” 

No institution in America is 
above criticism and most of. our 
institutions of government come 
in for a lot of unfair criticism. 
But so long as the FBI main- 
tains the record it has, there need 
be no fear of criticism. The place 
it has built for itself may be al- 
most too high as witness the ef- 
forts to bring it in as the magie 
cure-all for every local crime sit- 
uation.

Higher in First 8 Months 
of Fiscal Year. 


Municipal revenue receipts for 
the first eight months of the cur- 
rent fiscal year increased by 
$15g,000 over the amount taken 
in during the same period of the 
previous fiscal year, Comptroller 
Milton Carpenter reported today. 

During the same period, which 
ended on Dec. 11, municipal oper- 
ating expenditures have increased 
by $599,000 over the correspond- 
ing period last year. 

Receipts were $20,866,000 during 
the first eight months of this 
fiscal year as compared with $20,- 
712,000 in the first two-thirds of 
the 1949-50 fiscal year. Expendi- 
tures were $25,404,000 as com- 
pared with $24,805,000. Expendi- 
tures normally exceed revenue in 
the fiscal year until the heavy De- 
cember tax collections have been 
made. 

City departments, however, re- 
mained within their budgets, the 
Comptroller reported, having ex- 
hausted about 64.6 per cent of the 
annual appropriations totaling 
$38,638,000. Normal expenditures 
for an eight-month period would 
use about 66.6 per cent, Car- 
penter said.

The story, “A Shepherd,” is by Heywood Broun (1888-1939), 
a newspaper reporter who became widely known as an author 
and columnist.

After due consideration, South 
saw that while there was a 50 
per cent chance that the club king 
lay right, there was a greater 
chance that he could make the 
contract by putting up the club 
ace! This latter play would de- 
pend on a combination of circum- 
stances, If the spade suit broke 
3-3 (an approximate 36 per cent 
chance), South would later be able 
to discard one club on dummy’s 
spades and the othe: club on the 
heart suit. Combined with this 
chance was the fair possibility 
that if spades did not break 3-3, 
the defender who had the spade 
length would also have the club 
king, and this holding would au- 
tomatically put him into a squeeze, 
South would hold on to the club 
ten, cash diamonds and hearts, 
and finally force that defender to 
discard either the club king or 
his spade stopper.

Playing Canasta to Win |

HEN you're behind, you play 
to go out—that’s a Canasta 

* axiom. While you're playing 
to go out, it is sometimes neces- 
sary to sacrifice some points to 
the opponents, but this is often 
better than a play that would 
relinquish your chance to go out 
fast. 

Suppose it is late in the play 
of a hand, the opponents are far 
ahead, and you are looking for a 
chance to go out. You hold (after 
drawing): 


OFF THE RECORD 
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nastas (queens, tens and sixes) 
and various other melds, includ- 
ing kings. You have one canasta 
—aces—and a few other melds. 
No one has melded nines. 


There are about 10 cards in the 
discard pile, and of course you 
don’t want the opponents to get 
them; they would surely complete 
one other canasta if they did. 

Your ace is a safe discard. Your 
kings would ‘immediately give 
away the pack, which is not 
frozen. Your nines are doubtful. 

The difficulty is that throwing 
the ace would practically kill your 
play for out. Even if you then 
draw a wild card or another nine, 
you won't be out. And throwing 
a nine would greatly reduce your 
chances, because you can’t have 
as much chance to draw a king, 
several of which have been 
melded, as to draw an unmelded 
nine, of which several should be 
at large. 


In this case you usually discard 
aking. It gives up a few hundred 
points now; it may save a thou- 
sand or more points later. And it 
is well to remember that the 
opponents were pretty sure to 
a the pack anyway, sooner or 
ater.

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Re-Examining Christianity

J. Sheen 


busily rescuing from the 

waste-basket discarded 
and obsolete ideas the many 
precious Christian truths which 
the Nineteenth Century threw 
into it. Now that paganism has 
been tried and found wanting, 
the world is at last prepared to 
re-examine Christianity and to 
discover anew its profound 
depth and mystery. 

The intellectuals of our day 
are repeating G. K. Chesterton's 
fable of the man who set out 
in a row-boat from his English 
home to explore distant places: 
he landed on a strange and 
fascinating shore, studied the 
fauna and flora with the great- 
est interest—and only later dis- 
covered that the land he had 
explored was his own England. 

Men today are still, some of 
them, seeking in the novel and 
untried for satisfactions which 
only the perennial truths will 
give. Their hearts are hungry 
for such nourishment as flimsy, 
man-made beliefs cannot pro- 
vide. Their spirits cannot thrive 
without a fare that includes 
faith—a living faith that will 
bridge the broad gulf between 
knowledge and action, between 
the ideal in the mind and life 
as it is lived. 

Many moderns are’ depressed 
by the disproportion between 
what they are and what they 
feel they ought to be. Others 
are driven away from the search 
for truth because they see that 
knowledgeable men are often 
lacking zeal, and zealous men, 
such as the Communists, have 
fire without true knowledge. 
They despair of finding a com- 
bination of heat with light, of 
zeal with wisdom. 
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THE CORRECTIVE for the 
misery that haunts the undisci- 
plined man is -nevyer found on 
the couch of any psychoanalyst 
—where many today misguid-

He is real and true and someone 
in whom a city child can place 
his credence.

edly seek peace. But running 
through Scriptures like a warn- 
ing bell is the refrain that 
those who sow in the flesh will 
reap degeneration of the spirit 
—that an overemphasis on sex 
destroys the mind's ability to 
make sound practical judg- 
ments or to counsel others. 
Christianity teaches us the dig- 
nity of the body—that it is not 
to be desecrated through car- 
nal license, but honored as a 
shrine. 


Contempt for the body has 
never been sound Christian 
doctrine. When the scholar, 
Muretus, fell ill among strange 
physicians, one of them jok- 
ingly said, “Let us make an ex- 
periment upon this vile body.” 
Muretus indignantly answered 
him, “How dare you call that 
body vile for which my Lord 
deigned to die.” This Christian 
respect for every living man, 
no matter how weak or sick or 
helpless he may be, is a glo- 
rious heirloom from Our Lord’s 
life on this earth. 


Our world is shocked when 
North Koreans torture prison- 
ers and murder defenseless 
men; but it is only shocked at 
such things because Christian- 
ity has taught it to prize the 
individual man as_ infinitely 
precious. America’s Point IV 
program, our constant contri- 
butions to the needy men and 
women of foreign lands are all 
off-shoots of a Christian ten- 
derness for the weak which is 
unknown in pagan philosophies. 

Christianity heals the uphap- 
piness that comes from giving 
the body either too high or 


to low a place in human life. 
And it also teaches the miné 
how to keep order within its 
house: for if the reason is not 
humbled, in its sophomoric con- 
ceit, it will fall prey to ego- 
tism and rest contented with 
the small knowledge which it 
imagines to be wisdom. Just as 
stomachs may become sick 
from food that is too rich, so 
minds are sometimes spoiled by 
trying to absorb over-sophisti- 
cated doctrines for which they 
have not been prepared: “A 
little knowledge is a dangerous 
thing.” 
x «© 


CHRISTIANITY SAVES the 
scholar from intellectual pride 
by its constant reminder that 
moral excellence exceeds all 
knowledge and that it is better 
to know less living virtuously, ~ 
than to know a great deal but 
to practice vice. Christianity 
does not confuse education 
with goodness, nor evil with 
ignorance—it knows that evil 
comes from the will, from our 
choices and decisions and our 
acts, but that knowledge is 
only in the intellect. It is true 
enough that there should be 
an interplay between the two, 
and that, as we grow in wis- 
dom, our moral lives should 
become more subtly beautiful, 
but it is not always so. It is 
one thing to see a target, and 
another to aim at it. 

When men live with no in- 
terior life, no understanding of 
their own natures, they are 
headed for one of two destina- 
tions: despair or conversion. A 
modern psychiatrist, seeing the 
problem, entitled one of his 
books, “Modern Man in Search 
of a Soul.” Today’s pagan is 
bound to find the soul for 
which he seeks. Then, at last, 
he will be willing to study 


ways of saving it.
